Standoff 
Over Iraq 

Bush says timetable for exit 
is ‘a preseription for chaos’ 

WAS H I N GTO N I President Bush vetoed legisla- 
tion to pull U.S. troops out of Iraq Tuesday 
night in a historic showdown with Congress 
over whether the unpopular and costly war 
should end or escalate. 

In only the second veto of his presidency, 
Bush rejected legislation 
pushed by Democratic 
leaders that would require 
the first U.S. combat 
troops to be withdrawn 
from Iraq by Oct. 1 with a 
goal of a complete pullout 
six months later. 

“This is a prescrip- 
tion for chaos and confusion, and we must 
not impose it on our troops,” Bush said in 
a nationally broadcast statement from the 
White House. He said the bill would “mandate 
a rigid and artificial deadline” for troop pull- 
outs, and “it makes no sense to tell the enemy 
when you plan to start withdrawing.” 

Democrats accused Bush of ignoring 
Americans’ desire to stop the war, which 
has claimed the lives of more than 3,350 
members of the military. “The president 
wants a blank check,” said House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, D- Calif. “The Congress is not 
going to give it to him.” 

Bush will meet with congressional leaders 
— Democrats and Republicans alike — on 
Wednesday to discuss a new bill, (ap)

Rare Arakan Turtle 
Hatches at Zoo Facility 

Zoo Atlanta hatched a rare Arakan 
forest turtle this week, a victory for 
researchers trying to save the endan- 
gered species. The week-old turtle 
is the fourth of the brown-and-tan 
spotted reptiles born there in the last 
six years, zoo officials said Tuesday. 
Two of the hatchlings have died.

Progress in Heart Treatments Seen 


Study finds patients 
are faring better after 
being hospitalized 

CHICAGO I In just six years, death 
rates and heart failure in hospital- 
ized heart attack patients have fallen 
sharply, most likely because of bet- 
ter treatment, the largest interna- 
tional study of its kind suggests. 

The promising trend parallels 
the growing use of cholesterol-low- 
ering drugs, powerful blood thin- 
ners, and angioplasty, the proce- 


dure that opens clogged arteries, 
the researchers said. 

“These results are really dramat- 
ic, because, in fact, they’re the first 
time anybody has demonstrated a 
reduction in the development of new 
heart failure,” said Dr. Keith Fox. 

The six-year study involved nearly 
45,000 patients in 14 countries who 
had m^or heart attacks or dangerous 
artery blockages. The percentage of 
patients who died in the hospital or 
who developed heart failure was near- 
ly cut in half from 1999 to 2005. 

And the heart attack patients

There have been other signs that 
better treatment of heart patients 
has been saving lives, but not on a 
scale as large as this international 
study, the researchers said. 

“It’s much more dramatic than 
we expected, in the course of six

Path to Citizenship Urged 


Thousands across 
the U.S. march for 
immigration reform 

LOS ANGELES I Angry over recent 
raids and frustrated with Con- 
gress, thousands of people pro- 
tested across the United States on 
Tuesday to demand a path to citi- 
zenship for an estimated 12 million 
illegal immigrants. 

From Phoenix to Detroit to 
Miami, thousands of people carried 
American flags in the streets. 

Organizers say immigrants feel 
a sense of urgency to keep immigra- 


tion reform from getting pushed to 
the back burner by the 2008 presi- 
dential elections. 

“If we don’t act, then both the 
Democratic and Republican par- 
ties can go back to their comfort 
zones and do nothing,” said Angel- 
ica Salas, director of the Coalition 
for Humane Immigrant Rights of 
Los Angeles. “They won’t have the 
courage to resolve a major situation 
for millions of people.” 

Melissa Woo, a 22-year-old 
American citizen who emigrated 
from South Korea, carried a Korean 
flag over her shoulder as she crit- 
icized politicians for “buckling at 


the knees.” 

“Us immigrants aren’t pieces of 
trash; we’re human beings,” she said. 
“To be treated as less than human 
is a travesty.” 

A mariachi band played in 
Phoenix as marchers walked from 
the fairgrounds toward the state 
Capitol. 

“We want just reform,” said May- 
ela Ruiz, another illegal immigrant. 
“I’ve been here 15 years. I’ve worked 
hard, paid my taxes. I’ve had no prob- 
lems with the law, and I’m afraid to 
leave my house. I want a law that 
would allow me to work and live in 
freedom but not like a slave.” (ap)

Lidle Plane Crash 
Blamed on U-Turn 


Misjudged maneuver 
caused collision with 
building, report finds 

WASHINGTON I New York Yankees 
pitcher Cory Lidle and his flight 
instructor did not realize their mis- 
judgment of a U-turn until it was 
too late to avoid their fatal New 
York City plane crash, investiga- 
tors said Tuesday. 

In presenting their findings, 
National Transportation Safety 
Board members said they still 
didn’t know whether Lidle or his 
flight instructor, Tyler Stanger, 
was piloting the plane in the Oct. 
11, 2006, crash. 

Both were killed when the Cirrus 
SR-20, owned by Lidle, slammed 
into a high-rise apartment build- 
ing. The NTSB declared Tuesday 


that the cause was “inadequate 
judgment, planning and airman- 
ship” by Lidle and Stanger. 

Investigator Lorenda Ward 
told board members that the turn 
above the East River could have 
been made safely if the plane had 
begun the turn further east or 
banked harder in the turn. 

NTSB ChairmanMarkRosenker 
said the pilots had a third option: If 
they’d risen briefly into restricted 
airspace, “they’d be alive today to 
explain why they had to do that.” 

NTSB investigators said the 
pilots apparently did not factor in 
a 13 -knot wind, pushing the plane 
toward Manhattan as it turned. 

As the plane drifted toward Man- 
hattan, the pilot sought to correct 
the turn but instead lost altitude, 
possibly because the engine stalled. 
Ward said, (ap)

Resignation Calls Ring for Olmert 


Backing for Israeli 
PM shows strain after 
scathing war report 

JERUSALEMI Allies and opponents 
clamored Tuesday for Prime Min- 
ister Ehud Olmert’s resignation 
after scathing criticism from an 
official commission of his perfor- 
mance during last year’s Lebanon 
war. Olmert, visibly drained by the 
ordeal, insisted he could ride out 
the storm. 

Olmert might be able to hang on 


for now: His coalition partners are 
wary of any further upheaval that 
might loosen their grip on power. 

But the crisis could cripple poli- 
cymaking, especially on peacemak- 
ing, and all of Olmert’s efforts to 
survive could run aground if the 
public outcry swells. 

“It’s a very big drama, and the 
seismograph is shaking,” said 
Avraham Diskin, a professor at the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem. 

Olmert took the blow of his 
political life Monday when a gov- 
ernment war probe tarred him as 


acting rashly in the initial stage of 
Israel’s war against Hezbollah guer- 
rillas. 

Newspapers 
have demand- 
ed Olmert step 
down. Seven out 
of 10 Israelis sur- 
veyed by Israel 
Radio shortly 
after the probe 
was released said he should quit.

Turkish Court Halts Islamist’s Bid 


ANKARA, TURKEY I Turkey’s high- 
est court halted a parliamentary 
vote Tuesday that looked certain 
to lead to a president rooted in 
political Islam, a victory for secu- 
larists who fear the country is mov- 
ing toward Islamic rule. 

Prime Minister Recep Tayy- 
ip Erdogan responded by calling 


for a constitutional amendment 
to allow the president to be elect- 
ed by popular vote, rather than by 
the parliament. And he said new 
parliamentary elections could be 
held as early as June 24, instead 
of in November as scheduled. 

The goal would be to elect a gov- 
ernment with a fresh mandate.

Earlier, Foreign Minister Abdul- 
lah Gul, the ruling Islamist party’s 
presidential candidate, said he 
would not withdraw his candidacy 
and urged parliamentary elections 
“as soon as possible.”

Reports: 
Iraq Terror 
Chief Dead 

Accounts of al- Qaeda 
leader al-Masri’s 
killing still unverified 

BAGHDAD I U.S. and Iraqi officials 
chased reports Tuesday that the 
leader of al- Qaeda in Iraq was 
killed by rivals north of Baghdad. 
But U.S. authorities urged caution 
and warned that even if the claim 
were true, the death of the shadowy 
Abu Ayyub al-Masri would likely 
not spell the end of the terror move- 
ment in Iraq. 

Reports of al-Masri’s death first 
emerged from the Interior Minis- 
try, which said the al- Qaeda leader 
was gunned down by rivals in his 
movement Tuesday at a bridge near 
Lake Tharthar just north of Bagh- 
dad, where the U.S. military believes 
al- Qaeda has training camps. 

Later, however, ministry spokes- 
man Brig. Gen. Abdul-Karim 
Khalaf said al-Masri’s death had 
not been confirmed. 

An al- Qaeda front organization 
denied that al-Masri, an Egyptian 
also known as Abu Hamza al- 
Muhajer with a $1 million bounty 
on his head, had been killed. The 
Islamic State of Iraq said in a Web 
statement that al-Masri was “alive 
and still fighting the enemy of God.”

Venezuela Completes Oil Takeover 


Chavez will still need 
private companies for 
production expertise 

BARCELONA, VENEZUELA I Presi- 
dent Hugo Chavez’s government 
took over Venezuela’s last privately 
run oil fields Tuesday, intensifying 
a power struggle with international 
companies over the world’s largest 
known petroleum deposit. 

Oil Minister Rafael Ramirez 
declared that the fields had re- 


verted to state control just after 
midnight. State television showed 
cheering workers raising the flags 
of Venezuela and the national oil 
company over a refinery in the Ori- 
noco River basin. 

Chavez, a strident critic of the 
U.S. and a leader of the leftist move- 
ment in Latin America, traveled to 
the refinery for a ceremony with 
red- clad oil workers on May Day, the 
international workers’ holiday. 

While the state takeover had 
been planned for some time, BP

PLC, ConocoPhillips, Exxon Mobil 
Corp., Chevron Corp., France’s

Analysts say the companies have 
leverage because Venezuela’s state oil

News Corp. Bids for WSJ 


Offer to buy Dow Jones 
gets chilly reception 
from key shareholders 

NEW YORK I Rupert Murdoch’s 
News Corp. offered to buy Dow 
Jones & Co. for $5 billion, but the 
deal, which would add The Wall 
Street Journal to Murdoch’s glob- 
al media empire, faces doubtful 
prospects since Dow Jones’ con- 
trolling shareholders said Tues- 
day they would vote against it. 

Clinching ownership of The Wall 
Street Journal would mark a huge 
coup for the 7d -year- old media 
mogul, landing Murdoch the most 
authoritative voice in the world of 
business journalism as well as key 
know-how and personnel as News 
Corp. gears up to launch a business- 
oriented cable news channel to rival 
CNBC, which first broke news of the

proposal earlier Tuesday. 

The offer of $60 per share rep- 
resents a huge premium of about 
65 percent over Dow Jones’ closing 
share price on Monday. However, 
Dow Jones said late Tuesday that 
the Bancroft family, the company’s 
controlling shareholders, said they 
would vote shares representing just 


over 50 percent of the company’s 
voting power against the deal. 

That leaves Murdoch with the 
option of making a sweeter offer, 
or it could open the door to other 
potential bidders. When informed 
of the Bancrofts’ opposition to his 
proposal during a live interview 
with Neil Cavuto on Fox News 
Channel, which is owned by News 
Corp., Murdoch said he hoped they 
would think about the offer, and 
that his company would be “great 
guardians” of the storied newspa- 
per. “There’s plenty of time,” Mur- 
doch said. 

The union representing Dow 
Jones employees, the Independent 
Association of Publishers’ Employ- 
ees, was harshly critical of the pros- 
pect of being owned by Murdoch 
and issued a statement saying that 
the bid was opposed by the staff 
“from top to bottom.” (ap) 


BP Chief Steps Down Amid Scandal 


LONDON I BP PEC’s Chief Execu- 
tive John Browne resigned Tuesday, 
hours after a judge allowed a news- 
paper to publish allegations from a 
former boyfriend that the executive 
misused company resources. 

Browne, who had already moved 
up his departure by more than a 
year after a deadly refinery blast in 


Texas and a giant oil spill in Alaska, 
denied any improper conduct relat- 
ing to BP. But he acknowledged that 
he had lied to a judge about how he 
met his former partner, Jeff Cheva- 
lier, with whom he had a four-year 
relationship. 

The Mail on Sunday, the news- 
paper that had sought to publish 


the claims, immediately called 
for Browne to be prosecuted for 
perjury. 

Browne’s designated successor, 
exploration and production head 
Tony Hayward, will take over as 
CEO immediately, the company 
said. He will have to repair BP’s 
tarnished reputation after the 
series of high-profile operational 
and regulatory mishaps, (ap)

tory of automobile racing with the 
nearly 250,000 visitors who pass 
through each year — a third of 
them during May, when the 2 34- 
mile track gears up for the annual 
Indianapolis 500, which takes place 
this year on May 27. 

Visitors can view the Borg-War- 
ner Trophy, a 5 -foot sterling silver 
monument that bears the bas-relief 
likeness of each Indianapolis win- 
ner. And then there are the cars — 
about 85 on display at all times. 

“Virtually everything you see on 
the cars is original,” said Donald 
Davidson, the Speedway historian, 
whose office is situated inside the 
96,000 -square-foot building that 
houses the designated National His- 


toric Landmark. “You can trace it 
all the way through, so we’re very, 
very fortunate.” 

The collection includes Ray 
Harroun’s Wasp, built in India- 
napolis and the winner of the 
inaugural 500 almost a century 
ago; Joe Dawson’s 1912 National; 
the 1922 Murphy Special, built 
by Duesenberg and the only race 
car to win both LeMans and the 
Indy 500; and all four of Foyt ’s 
winning cars. 

More than 30 of the cars are 
race-winners. Others, such as the 
car driven in 1977 by Janet Guth- 
rie, the first woman in the Indy 500, 
mark key events in racing history.

ROAD TEST I One is British, the Other 
German. The Brit is a 1-ton, mid- 
engine atomic pixie stripped to the 
bare metal floor, a car so loud and 
raw that when its 220 -horsepower 
supercharged four is at — how to put 
this delicately? — full suck, it sounds 
like an Greek vacuum cleaner has 
taken up residence in your helmet. 
The German is almost exactly a half- 
ton heavier, a winged, ground-skim- 
ming vampire with a 415 -hp, 3.6- 
liter flat six stuck in its keister. The 
sound of this engine is breathtaking, 
biblical, deeply sinister, like a two- 
man logging team cutting down the 
Tree of Knowledge. 

If you think low polar moment 
has to do with melting ice caps, these 
cars are not for you. These cars are 
turnkey club racers, factory-prepped 
competition cars that you can drive 


to the track, hot lap and drive home 
on what’s left of the tires. 

These cars — the Lotus Exige S 
and the Porsche 911 GT3 — belong 
to an esoteric subset of performance 
cars: stripped down, tweaked to the 
gills, barely legal. How barely legal? 
The Exige S has a rearview mirror — 


but you can’t see anything because 
the rear canopy is filled with the 
enormous intercooler. 

These cars remind me of an O. 
Henry short story that was never 
written: A man, seeking revenge, 
gives his mortal enemy a gift of 
one of these cars — free, no ques- 


tions asked. The only condition: He 
has to pick it up in Baltimore and 
drive it home. On second thought, 
it’s more like Stephen King. 

But at the track? They’re bliss, 
perfection, automotive orgasma- 
trons. 

You could not ask for two unalike 
cars to be more alike. For example, 
both lunge — and that’s the only 
word for it — to 60 mph in about 
four seconds. Both scream red-faced 
arias up to 8,500 rpm, and both 
reach peak torque at 5,500 rpm. 
Oddly, both brands’ American 
operations are based in Atlanta. 
How weird is that? 

And both claw the air in 
search of track-holding down- 
force and radiator- cooling breez- 
es with wings, splitters, intakes 
— a dog’s breakfast of scoops and 
aero -foils. 

To paraphrase Bill Murray, 
what we have here are two heav- 
ily armed recreational vehicles.

Just like 2005, Denver 
finds itself down after 
stealing home eourt 

NBA PLAYOFFS I They Stunned the 
Spurs in San Antonio with a Game 
1 win, then dropped the next three 
in their first-round series. 

The Denver Nuggets have seen 
this movie before. And they know 
how it ends. 

Back in 2005, the Spurs lost home 
court advantage to Denver right off 
the bat. Down 0-1, they went on a 
rampage, beating the Nuggets in the 
next four games on their way to the 
second round and, eventually, the 
NBA championship. 

Now, two years later, Denver is 
sitting by as a virtual repeat unfolds. 
Even though the wins haven’t come 
as easily for San Antonio this time 
around, the results are the same 
so far. 


“We have to win the next game, 
that’s it,” Denver’s Allen Iverson said 
after the Nuggets’ 96-89 loss to the 
Spurs on Monday night. “We have 
to have it.” 

Iverson wasn’t around in 2005 
— he was acquired by Denver in 
December — but coach George 
Karl was. After being hired midsea- 
son, Karl orchestrated an impres- 
sive turnaround for the Nuggets, 
who went 32-8 under his lead after 
notching a 17-25 record before he 
came. They went 10 -2 that April. 

The Nuggets similarly surged 
this year as the Iverson- Carmelo 
Anthony duo finally came togeth- 
er. They had a 10-1 April record as 
they secured the No. 6 seed. 

“Losing three games straight, 
two at home, you know everybody is 
going to be disappointed and down,” 
Anthony said. “I try to tell everybody 
it really ain’t over. Anything can hap- 
pen.”

Wizards wonder what

WIZARDS I Gilbert Arenas and 
Caron Butler smiled and applaud- 
ed as they walked to the locker 
room at halftime of Game 4 of the 
Washington Wizards’ first-round 
playoff series. 

The good news? The Wizards 
were beating the Cleveland Cav- 
aliers, and youngsters such as 
Andray Blatche and Donell Taylor 
were making key contributions and 
getting valuable experience. 

The bad news? Arenas and 
Butler were wearing blazers, not 
uniforms, because they were out 
injured. The other bad news? The 
Wizards wound up losing Monday 
night’s game to cap a sweep, a quick 
end to a season that once seemed 
so promising. 

“It’s always difficult when you 
didn’t accomplish what you want to 
accomplish,” Jamison said Tuesday, 
when coach Eddie Jordan spoke to 
the club and players met individually 
with President of Basketball Opera- 
tions Ernie Grunfeld. “The team that 
lost is not the team that we had envi- 
sioned to really make a push.” 

Now comes an offseason in 
which the question is: How much 
will change? 

Eight players — more than half 
the roster — can be free agents, 
including starting guard DeShawn 
Stevenson, who said he will opt out 
of the second year of his contract 
but would like to be back. The assis- 
tant coaches’ contracts are up. Jor- 
dan and Brendan Haywood are at 
loggerheads, with the 7-foot center 
walking off the court alone Monday 
as the final seconds ticked away of 
a game he never entered. 

Arenas, third in the NBA with a 
28.4 -point scoring average, has said

Giant Horseshoes to Fill 



Trainer hopes Tiago 
will follow the path of 
half-brother Giacomo 

HORSE RACING I John Shirreffs had 
to jump around. He just couldn’t 
help it. 

The normally reserved trainer 
turns bashful when recalling his 
jubilant burst through the Churchill 
Downs grandstand two years ago 
after 50-1 shot Giacomo pulled off 
the second-biggest upset in Ken- 
tucky Derby history. 

“I just tried to not step on the 
person next to me,” Shirreffs said 
Tuesday. “I didn’t think I could get 
that excited, to be honest.” 

It’s a moment etched in Shirreffs’ 
memory, one he hopes to relive Sat- 
urday when Giacomo’s half broth- 
er, Tiago, heads to the post in this 
year’s Derby. 

The two horses come from the 
same dam — Set Them Free — with 
different sires: Giacomo from Holy 
Bull, Tiago from Pleasant Tap. Both 
are owned by Jerry and Ann Moss, 
ridden by Mike Smith and trained 
by Shirreffs. 

Alike in temperament if not 
experience, Shirreffs can see some 
of Tiago’s older sibling in his 3 -year- 
old chestnut colt, who won the Santa 
Anita Derby last month. 

“Both are very focused and 


intense horses but they’re not real 
nervous types,” Shirreffs said. 
“They’re really racehorses. They 
love to run.” 

Giacomo cemented his legend 
in the stretch at the Derby, roar- 
ing from 11th to victory in the final 
quarter-mile. It’s a move Tiago 
repeated in winning the Santa Anita 
Derby, as Smith moved Tiago wide 
to get some room then ducked to 


the rail to edge King of the Roxy 
by a half-length. 

It’s a victory Shirreffs credited 
to Smith, who seemed to find the 
common ground between the two 
horses, using the experience he 
gained on Giacomo to figure out 
his still-maturing half brother. 

“There’s so many little con- 
nections, it’s just great,” he said.

Pulitzer to Policemen 



Michael Chabon 
returns with his first 
adult novel in 6 years 

MYSTERY I A wartime proposal to 
turn Alaska into a sanctuary for 
Jews fleeing the rising Nazi men- 
ace failed. But suppose it hadn’t. 

That’s the premise of Pulitzer 
Prize -winning novelist Michael 
Chabon’s new book, “The Yiddish 
Policemen’s Union,” a multilayered 
novel that is a detective yarn, alter- 
nate history, love story and terror- 
ist thriller all wrapped up in one 
genre-bending package. 

“I get excited by the idea of blur- 
ring the boundaries between dif- 
ferent kinds of fiction,” said Cha- 
bon. The result seems to be a kind 
of literary fusion cuisine, taking 
forms and genres “usually kept 
pretty rigidly separate and letting 
them bleed together and see what 
happens.” 

What happens in “Policemen’s 
Union,” Chabon’s first full-length 
adult novel since winning the 
Pulitzer in 2001 for “The Amaz- 
ing Adventures of Kavalier & Clay,” 
stems from an essay he wrote some 
years ago about a book called “Say 
It in Yiddish.” 

“Policemen’s Union” follows 
“Summerland,” a best-selling chil- 
dren’s book published in 2002, and a 


short novel, “The Final Solution.” 

The police officer in “Policemen’s 
Union” is Meyer Landsman, a detec- 
tive who gets an unexpected case 


when one of the residents of the run- 
down hotel where he lives is found 
shot to death. Landsman — in the 
best tradition of hard-boiled, hard- 


luck heroes — is a mess. Chabon 
telegraphs a lot with a little when 
he has Landsman pick up “the shot 
glass that he is currently dating,” as 
the book opens. 

Landsman must find out who- 
dunit (and, for that matter, who was 
done) as well as why — a question 
that leads to some seriously weird 
characters and the surreal world of 
messianic politics. 

The dogged quest to uncover the 
true identity of the dead man, a for- 
mer chess prodigy, unfolds in classic 
noir tradition, a familiar form that 
helps lead the reader into Chabon’s 
imagined land of the Federal Dis- 
trict of Sitka. 

“One of the reasons that I chose 
to work in the form of the detec- 
tive novel is so that it would afford 
me the opportunity to explore and 
explain the world that we were mov- 
ing in, to investigate it, literally, so 
that a reader that didn’t know any- 
thing about it would be able to find 
out along with the main character,” 
he said. 

Chabon sprinkles his prose with 
Yiddish, which maybe unfamiliar 
at first. But it also helps establish 
an alternate reality so solid it starts 
to seem perfectly reasonable that 
Alaska is home to a 60 -year-old 
federal Jewish territory on the 
brink of reverting to state control.

MUSIC I Always somewhat schizo- 
phrenic in sound and lyrics. Tori 
Amos decided to write the tracks 
for her ninth album, “American 
Doll Posse,” from the perspective 
of five distinct characters: Pip, Isa- 
bel, Clyde, Santa and Tori. 

Produced by Amos, this album 
evokes the heavier and more ener- 


getic music of her early ’90s hey- 
day, while introducing a more ornate 
musical landscape to tackle both 
inner and international conflicts. 

The 43 -year- old provocateur 
uses the persona of Isobel to voice 
her disgust with the incumbent 
administration in tracks like “Dark 
Side of the Sun” and “Yo George,” in 
which she declares, “And I sneeze 
’cause I have now an allergy to your 
policies it seems.” Things tend to get 
interesting when Amos focuses her 
disdain on something — patriarchal 


values or President Bush. 

Still, melodic and powerful 
tracks like “Roosterspur Bridge” 
and “Girl Disappearing” prove 
that the album would have been 
better served if left in the hands of 
doe- eyed Clyde, whom Amos gave 
the most inspired tracks. Instead, 
we get quantity over quality. The 
time put into crafting the four other 
guises should have been used to 
focus on the type of coy bewilder- 
ment that Amos does best.

Small local farmers 
find store chains are 
eager to do business 

The 113 -year- old Morning Fresh 
Dairy Farm didn’t even use bar- 
codes on its bottles when a Whole 
Foods Market in Fort Collins, Colo., 
asked about offering the dairy’s all- 
natural milk. 

Dairy general manager Matt 
Lucas began bringing the glass 
bottles himself from the Morning 
Fresh farm in Bellevue, Colo., 60 
miles north of Denver. Until then. 
Morning Fresh had long made its 
name on home deliveries. 

Since his Whole Foods deliver- 
ies began in 2004, Lucas estimated, 
his dairy’s sales have increased 20 
percent. Morning Fresh now sells at 
least 1,000 gallons a week to supply 
a Whole Foods distribution center 
serving 10 stores. 

“It’s a breath of fresh air to get 
involved with a group like that. They 
were so excited to get our product 
in their stores,” Lucas said. 

By strengthening — or, as some 
farmers say, returning to — their 
commitment to local products, 
Austin, Texas -based Whole Foods 


and Boulder-based Wild Oats Mar- 
kets Inc. are fending off big chains 
like Wal-Mart Stores Inc., Kroger 
Co. and Safeway Inc., which have 
expanded their own organic offer- 
ings and put pressure on the smaller 
“natural” grocers. 

“With Wal-Mart barging into 
the lower- end organic sales, this 
is a way these other retailers can 
differentiate from what Wal-Mart 
is doing,” said Dan Hobbs, a coop- 
erative development specialist 
with the Rocky Mountain Farm- 
ers Union. 

Nutrition Business Journal val- 
ued the natural foods market at 
$23 billion in 2005, up 14 percent 
from the year before. Whole Foods 
Market Inc. is in the process of a 


takeover of Wild Oats and expects 
to close its purchase in May. 

Chains have long sought local 
suppliers to keep distribution costs 
down. But the influence of top chefs, 
farmers markets, Michael Pollan’s 
book “The Omnivore’s Dilemma,” 
and concerns about the environ- 


mental effects of shipping food 
long distances have raised shop- 
pers’ interest in buying local. 

Small local growers often cannot 
offer lower prices than large-scale 
operations that benefit from econo- 
mies of scale and cheaper labor. 

But fuel costs for shipping food 


are less for shorter trips, which, in 
turn, often require less packaging 
to preserve food. Buying local also 
shortens the time it takes produce 
to get to market, preserving nutri- 
ents and freshness, the Center for 
Food & Justice said in a Decem- 
ber report.

of Denver supplies organic fruit and 
applesauce to Whole Foods. 

The grocery chain has launched 
a program to loan $10 million annu- 
ally to help independent local pro- 
ducers around the country expand. 
Whole Foods holds seminars around 
the country to teach producers how 
to get products onto store shelves 
— and how to command premi- 
um prices by emphasizing their 
local roots. 

“It’s a good opportunity for a lot 
of producers in this environment 
where the big chains have pushed 
prices with their buying power,” said 
Marilyn Wentz of Prairie Natural 
Lamb in the plains town of Stras- 
burg, Colo. “They have pushed 
prices so low, it’s really hard for 
smaller and medium-sized pro- 
ducers. This is one hope they have.”

European companies 
are investing heavily 
in U.S. wind energy 

New worries about the environment, 
technology advances and tax break 
extensions are empowering Euro- 
pean wind energy companies to try 
their luck in the United States. 

The U.S. has led the world in 
installing new wind turbines for 
the past two years, but it still ranks 
behind Germany and slightly below 
Spain in wind power production, 
according to the Global Wind Ener- 
gy Council. Now, America’s renewed 
embrace of policies to encourage 
energy alternatives has led com- 
panies with years of experience in 
Denmark, Germany and Spain to 
invest in U.S. shores, challenging 
both the U.S. market leaders and 
any environmental opposition to 
building giant turbines. 

“We’re like the Saudi Arabia of 
wind, and we just haven’t had the big 


exploration boom yet,” said Michael 
Peck, a spokesman for Gamesa Cor- 
poracion Tecnologica SA, a Spanish 
company that makes wind turbines 
in Pennsylvania and develops wind 


farms around the country. 

Two deals announced in March 
reflect the competition. Portuguese 
utility EDP Energias de Portugal 
SA agreed to pay $2.15 billion to 


buy Houston-based Horizon Wind 
Energy LLC from investment bank 
Goldman Sachs, giving the compa- 
ny its first toehold in the U.S. And 
Denmark’s Vestas Wind Systems, 
the world’s largest wind turbine

maker, announced plans to build 
a $60 million wind turbine blade 
factory in Colorado, its first U.S. 
manufacturing plant. 

“The U.S. is a bigger area that 
[European companies] can look to 
for growth,” said Thomas Emmons, 
senior vice president for structured 
finance at HSH Nordbank AG in 
New York. 

The major challenge for the wind 
industry is to reduce costs, which 
can vary dramatically because 


wind is intermittent and windy 
spots are often located far away 
from big urban centers that use 
the most power. 

Wind power costs have dropped 
over the past 20 years, partly due 
to the advent of wind turbines with 
giant blades that sweep a circle as 
long in diameter as a football field, 
but critics argue that the turbines 
threaten birds and mar scenic 
views. 

When the wind power tax credit, 
valued at 1.9 cents per kilowatt of 
power produced, expired for part 
of 2004, the U.S. industry went 
into a tailspin. 

Proposed federal legislation 
designed to encourage renewable 
energy and cap greenhouse gas 
emissions could make tax credits 
or subsidies less necessary. 

And a Democrat- controlled 
Congress appears likely to make 
such legislation a higher priority 
than Republicans have, despite 
some strong Republican support 
in the past, said Randall Swisher, 
the U.S. wind energy trade group’s 
executive director. 

Swisher says wind power has lots 
of momentum these days, but still 
laments the lack of a long-term tax 
credit — or a nationwide require- 
ment that power companies use 
wind and other renewables. 

If that happens, he said, “it could 
be so much more.” alan zibel (ap)
